1. MR. AND SENATOR COLEMAN PLAN DEPART SYDNEY FOR LOS 
ANGELES VIA PANAM 812, ARRIVING 0520 OCTOBER 19. OVERNIGHTING 
LOS ANGELES SHERATON WEST. DEPART OCTOBER 20 A.M. VIA 
AMERICAN AIRLINES 76 FOR WASHINGTON. HAVE RESERVATIONS AT 
SHERATON CARLTON. PLEASE MEET ON ARRIVAL. AS MEMBER NAT 
IONAL SENATE SENATOR COLEMAN SHOULD BE ACCORDED CERTAIN 
DEFERENCE TO RANK; HOWEVER, WE IN NO WAY SUGGESTING SPECIAL 
VIP TREATMENT. COUPLE ARE NOT AT ALL RANK CONCISOUS, 

BUT PERSONABLE, EASY TO WORK WITH, AMENABLE TO WHATEVER 
PROGRAMMING CAN BE ARRANGED WITHIN THEIR AREAS OF PROFES- 
SIONAL INTEREST. 

2. WHAT FOLLOWS IS A LONG SHOPPING LIST OF PROGRAM SUGGES- 
TIONS. WE FULLY REALIZE THAT ALL WILL NOT BE POSSIBLE, ES- 
PECIALLY WITH SHORT LEAD TIME, BUT HOPE THEY WILL SERVE AS 
GOOD GUIDE TO I/LAB AND DEPARTMENT OF AREAS OF FOCUS FOR 
THEIR PROGRAM. NOTE WE HAVE NOT SPECIFIED ANY CITIES 
OUTSIDE OF WASHINGTON, BUT WASHINGTON PROGRAM SHOULD BE A 
LONG ONE, AND ONGOING CITIES CAN BE WORKED OUT DURING CON- 
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3. SEANTOR COLEMAN MUST BE BACK IN CANBERRA FOR RESUMP- 
TION OF PARLIAMENT NOVEMBER 17. MR. COLEMAN CAN RETURN SAME 
TIME OR STAY ON FOR FULL THIRTY DAYS IF FEW EXTRA DAYS 
NEEDED FOR IMPORTANT EVENTS ON PROGRAM. MIGHT BE MOST CON- 
VENIENT TO ALL CONCERNED IF THEY RETURN TOGETHER, BUT THIS

AND LAW ENFORCEMENT IN WORKER SAFETY, HEALTH, EQUAL EMPLOY-

(4) CONSULT WITH EXECUTIVES OF UNIONS WHICH HAVE ESPECIALLY 
WELL ORGANIZED AND DEVELOPED PROGRAMS OF EDUCATION. (FROM 
SHOP STEWARDS TO UNION EXECUTIVES) AND OF SERVICES TO MEMBER, 
SUCH AS SOCIAL AND RECREATIONAL ACTIVITIES, CREDIT UNIONS 
AND OTHER AMENITIES. SUGGEST ILGWU. (5) MEET AFL-CIO NATIONAL
